THE FUGITIVES 

Mr. Peter Sin wio was engaged 

for the defence of the first fugitive, 
also intimated’ that he would de- 
fend the other three | fugitives. 
They are Chan Chi Ping, Wu ‘Tat 
Hoi, and.Cheung Che Hon. They 
are charged .wich conspiracy to 
murder one Wang Ching Wel, Fre- 
aident of the Executlve, Yuan, Nan- 
‘king Central Government, at Nan- 
‘king on March 1, last year within 
the Republic of China. 
‘The prosecuting counsel inform- 
ed the Magistrate that he would 
only call evidence of identification, 
since certain of the documents 
found, were in the hands of the 
police photographers and were not 
completed.
